Permanent organisation of the In- 
terstate Aasociation of Red 'Men will 
be effected in 'Metropolia July Fourth, 
and Paducah wHI be repressnted by 
loo or 16^ membera aad their 
friends. This association, organised 
temporarily in April, Is composed of 
LrlbcB of Red Men west of the Louis- 
ville & .Nashville railroad In Ken- 
tucky; aouth of the Baltimore ft 
Ohio railroad in Ilinols, and that 
part of Miaaonri that adjoina the 
territory in Kentucky add Illinois. 
One hundred tribes will be included 
in the orgaaltation, and official rep- 
reaentatlon will be based on meml>er- 
ablp. Otego tribe, of Paducah, will 
be entitled to live delegatea. 

The steamer Oeorge Cowling will 
carry the Paducah delegation to 
Metropolis. Itallroad schedules iu 
Metropolla malMi that town aoosasl- 
ble from th« north aild iho rirers and 
railroada will handle the crowda from 
west Kentncky and Miaaourl. July 
Fourth being a day highly esteemed 
in the lodge, an attendance of several 
thousand is expected from the lOO 
tribes. Each year the annual con- 
vention of tho ;i.sbocUtiou will bo 
held on that date and froiu ile' p;ut 
I'udacnh has pliiyed In orL;ai]izhii; 
the assocl.ition. It is likely thai tlie- 
no.xl convenllon will he held here. 

Arriving at .MetropolU, the jiro- 
grani for the liay will he given on 
the court hoiise lawn. It will In- 
clude a parade of the tribes In the 
Uiornln*:. Hix-aklnx and effect inn the 
ornantzatlon with tho election of 
iklllcors and adoption of the consti- 
tution. One of the olllt es will ho 
KoiiKht for I'ailuiah. Metropolis Im 
lireparinn for a bin day and the pure- 
ly hiislness features will he relieved 
hy a picnic liiiiiwr and amus<'nientii. 

In the regular meeting of Otego 
tribe tonight, the final prepnratlonu 
for the abBOcialioii meeting In .Me- 
tropolis, wHl be made. The live del- 
egates will be aelected and commit- 
tees will be appointed to handle the 
details.

Paris, June 21. Mutiny is sweeping

Three hundred soldiers are de- 
tained for duty in the wine-growers' 
strike at Riots at Adge, mutinied to- 
day, according to an official announce 
moot, given out by the government. 
The men protested against doing po- 
lice duty against their countrymen. 
The .protest being unheeded, they 
left their barracks in a body, carry- 
ing their arras and s<;veral hundred 
rounds of ammunition and made

It ia no longer profltable 
for the amall famer to go tsto the 
( attle-ralaing bnalneae. The great In- 
dustrial ceotets luiTe demanded la- 
borers and have tum«d to the farm 
to get them. They have thns robbed 
I lio farmer of hla laborer and increas- 
i-d the cost of his hire. 

The production of b^ef, he «ay«. 
has not kept up with the natural In- 
r reage tn population, not to mention 
the fact that the inpreaae in beef eat- 
ing has been tar In escesa of the 
liroportionaste increase In population. 
Lnborfer Want* More Mrat. 
In the paat, the nrtlaan and the la- 
borer waa abntent to bave meat not 
more than once each day, and it was 
usually stewing meat or boiling meat. 
Before that he wag content with ment 
l(n-o or three times a week. Nq.w there 
are few laborers, under the present 
scale of pay In thia country, who do 
not demand meat twice a day, and 
there are a surpriRlngly large num- 
ber who want It with every meal. 
Tliey are not contenPwIth the cheap- 
er grades either, but Inaiet upon 
chops and ateftke an4 ' tkt choicest 
meatg. " ,
